The building up of an American merchant 
marine is a pressing issue, vitally affecting the 
progress and prosperity of the United States in 
the future. Conservafion legislation is still in 
the air. : 

Certainly the Democratic Senators and Repre- 
sentatives should be able to agree upon a strong, 
satisfactory program and to stand together for 
its enactment into law. 

If they cannot do this; if they oppose the 
President's policies and disappoint the people by 
failing to complete their record, it may be hard 
sledding for Democrags in the next election.

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THE LATEST AND FINEST FAIR. 

If the San Francisco Fair, which closed for- 
mally on Dec. 4, leaves a surplus of $1,000,000, 
as anticipated, its financial success can only be 
cempared with that of the first of the series of 
modern ‘international expositions. There has 
deen not ing like it since. 

Held in London in 1851, that pioneer fair cost 
less than $1,000,000 to construct, and took in 
$2,500,000 and earned a surplus of $930,000. Fairs 
grew swiftly in size and cost after it, until that 
of Paris in 1878 cost the French Government 
alone $5,000,000, but was estimated to have yield-' 
ed $15,000,000'in increaded duties within the next 
few years. 

European fairs have always had the advan- 
tage of dense population in the number of visitors. 
That of Paris in 1889, costing $11,000,000, was 
seen by 32,350,000 persons; that of St. Leuis in 
1904 by 19, 694,000, though it cost all told $42,- 
000,000. The Centennial in Philadelphia had 

18,000,000 visitors. Away on the Pacific slope, 
San Francisco could hardly expect in this respect 
to surpass the European records. 

Misfortune has met® many world’s fairs. In 
London, that of 1862 was spoiled by the death of 
the Prince Consort. Cholera wrecked that of 
Vienna in 1873; the aftermath of panic cost 
Philadelphia heavily, as the 1893 panic penalized 
Chicago. For a time the Panama-Pacific bade 
fair to be ruined by the war, but wiser counsels. 
made it a more strictly American affair and 
turned it from a wreck into a triumph. No 
world’s fair since the first has begun to pay for 
itself, except indirectly by promoting trade. Even 
a surplus of a million dollars, if realized in the 
final accounting, will not look very large against 
the nearly $16,000,000 subscribed in San Fran- 
cisco by the city, county and State and by in- 
dividuals, to say nothing of the contribution of 
the Federal Government.

Our gratitude to America is quite ag 
passionate as our feeling for the welfare 
and glory of our empire.

Charge. 

Lovering Hill of New York-—who 
was educated in France and at 
vard, and who believes in never iet- 
ting the reins of discipline drag, and 
yet gets along famously. with all ex- 
cept those who do not know how to 
forget and never remember that they 
are ,volunteers—has been ranking 
since July as a First Lieutenant in 
the French army and is in charge of 
the details of our work. There are 
attached also to the section a French 
Lieutenant and an officer interpreter, 
for there is a great deal of system 
that must be complied with—reports 
on the consumption of gasoline, re- 
ports on the number of wounded car- 
ried, vouchers for the oll, gasoline, 
earbide and spare parts which the 
French Government furnishes us, 

We receive the one sou a day which, 
in addition to allowances to wife, if 
any, and children, if any, is the wage 
of a French poilu. And we draw an 
ordinary soldiers rations—plenty of 
nourishing but rather solid bread, 
which, with the date of its baking 
stamped upon it, comes in big round 
loaves, which we hold against our 
chest and cut with our pocket knife 
in real poilu fashion; rice or potatoes, 
generally rice; coffee, sugar, salt and 
sometimes fresh meat, but as a rule 
canned beef, which the French pri- 
vate calls “singe” or “monkey meat.” 
At our own request, in place of our 
wine and tobacco allowances, we wet 
a dash equivalent, which we use to- 
ward paying for having our food 


cooked and served at the best hotel 


which the town offers. 
Discipline Is Strict, 

The hours of our meals are a little 
more American 
those on the reserve list at the base, 
but military punctudlity its required 
on pain of a scale of hours of guard 
duty that must Be spent jin washing 
another man's car. This is also the 
punishment inflicted upon any one 
who does not get his car properly 
ready for morning inspection, who is 
not in his room by 9 o’cleck, who has 
any trouble on the road from an in- 
sufficient supply of gas or oll, who is 
tardy in handing in reports, or who 
breaks in any way the rules which 
are from time to time posted in the 
mesg room. 

But half the section is always away 
from the base on active duty, and there 
are periods when not a car or a man is 
to be found there. Mr. Hill, in the staff 
car, drops in upon the widely separated 
places where his men are working to see 
that all is going well or know the reason 
why, and the repair car is driven to 
some sorting point where our ambu- 
lances are bringing the wdunded from a 
number of dressing stations. These sort- 
ing points are generally contrived from 
factories or sehoolhouses in some Village 
more or less out of the danger area, al- 
though aeroplanes sometimes drop 
bomibs upon them, and now and then 
some long-range German gung send their 
whistling shells over the protecting 
mountains. Indeed, almost the first 
work that I did at the front was to 
carry a mother and two Kittle girls from 
a town that had been bombarded to a 
field hospital. The mother was uncon- 
scidus, but. from the yard where we 
were on guard that day I could heaf 
the little girls orying pitifully. i 

Everything Is Paid For. 

But on the whole these villages are 
cheerful places, where soldiers resting 
from the trenches flirt with bilingual 
Alsatian girls, and staff car horns make 
the noises of. Broadway or Piccadilly. 
As one might expect from French sol- 
diers jn the “lost provinces,” the at- 
mosphere is in no way that of a con- 
quered country. Nothing is taken by 
the soldiery without being paid for—a 
fact that was brought sharply to my 
notice on one occasion. We needed wood 
for the kitchen fire of a little dressing 
station hidden on a tree-covered moun- 
tain top. I picked up an ax and started 
to get some exercise and the wood for 
the fire at the same time; but the cook— 
who, by way, to us is always Joe 
Cawthorne” or “Le Capitaine“ —excitedly 
told me that not even in that out-of-the- 
way place would he dare cut down a 
tree without the proper military authort- 
gation, because the commune must be 
paid for every twig of it. ‘ 

But even if the French army should 
campaign beyond the Rhine I believe 
they, would occupy the country in an 
orderly and well-disciplined fashion. I 
have been in Burope ever since the out- 
break of the war and I have heard leas 
bitterness since I have been at the front 
than at any other time.

This increase is generally 
discussed, and the soldiers wife who 
has been left with 1 franc ( cents) a 
day and 50 centimes (10 cents) for each 
child (their allowance from the Govern- 
ment) is having more difficulty thaa 
ever in making both ends meet. 

The only wa; of getting things a lit- 
tle more reasonably is late in the aft- 
‘ernoon, when the charettes (carts) 
make their appearance on certain 
streets from the Halles (the large .cen- 
tral mafket), These charettes are drawn 
by women, who have waited. till the 
‘Halles is closéd at 4 o'clock. Whatever 
ia left over is ‘sold for very little to the 
charette woman, who in turn sells it 
for leas than the regular price of the 
@ay. But the price should be very low 
indeed to tempt one to join a crowd sur 
rounding one of these wagons, The 
women scream their wares, and their 
hard faces would keep all but their own 
kind on the outskirts.

The first words spoken by either, after 
they had entered the saloon and sur- 
veyed the small group of customers, 
were addressed to the proprietor, and, 
according to those who heard it, were, 
Hold up your hands, old man Grewe!“ 

Mrs. Grewe, who had been in a cor- 
ner of the room, ran toward the pas- 
sageway, and her husband followed her, 
carrying the cigar box into which he 
had just been transferring his day’s 
receipts from the cash register. 

George Schneider, who was behind the 
bar, and some of the others in the 
room, lifted their hands, but McCar- 
thy advanced angrily on the men, say- 
ing, Are you fooling with us? What's 
coming off here, anyway?’ 

Shots Close Together. 

The shot which killed McCarthy, ani 
the succeeding one, which wounded’ the 
proprietor, were almost as near togeth- 
er, Schneider and other witnesses said, 
as if they had been aimed at the same 
person. McCarthy fell dead on the 
floor, and Grewe sank into a chair, as 
the men ran out, without having taken 
anything. 

Schneider said but one of the men 
showed a revolver. This man wore a 
brown sult and a black stiff hat, and 
the other man wore a blue suit and a 
black telescope hat. Although the men 
knew. the proprietor's name, no one rec- 
ognized them, 

Beside Schneider and Mrs. Grewe, the 
witnesses who will probably be heard 
at the Coroner’s inquest are Joseph 
Rodenkamp, a clerk in Grewe’s grocery 
store; Arthur Riener of 3912 North Elev- 
enth street and Pred and Oliver Hanson 

McCarthy, since losing his right hand 
in a machinery accident, had not been 
working regularly.

“I Didn't Raise My Boy to Be a Soldier,“

grims start. 

It was in a touring car of his own 
manufacture that Ford, his wife and 
son and C. 8S. Pietro, a sculptor, went 
from their hotel to the Scandinavian- 
American Line’s pier. The party was 
greeted with loud cheers. There was 
much handshaking, and then the party 
hurried up the gangplank and into the 
sitting room of the Ford suite. 

Seulpter Kisses Ferd. 

A few minutes later there was another 
uproar on the pier, a noisy greeting to 
William J. Bryan, who, with many 
sweeping bows and flourishes of hat, 
made his way through the-throng and 
up the gangplank and reached the Ford 
suite in time to see the ecuiptor imprint 
a kies of peace on the cheek of the 
startied Ford. 

Ford announced that while abroad he 
intended to stand on his rights as an 
American citizen.

Lusitania Case and Action 
Against Teutonic Officials 
Said to Be Factors. 
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NEW YORK, Dee. The World this 
morning prints prominently on its fret 
page the following special dispatch from 
a Washington correspondent: 

“The trend of recent and expected Ge- 
velopments affecting the relations be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
indicates a speedy recurrence of a crisis 
even more grave and far-reaching than 
that which immediately followed the 
sinking of the Lusitania. 

“Despite denials both here and in 
Berlin, the note of July A from Presi- 
dent Wilson is not the last proposal that 
was exchanged. Conducted in the na- 
ture of ‘conversations’—which is a dip- 
lomatic substitute for formal communi- 


it applies te the Lasitania. 
Hasy Way Out” Suggested. 

“The Kaiser's Government also seems 
be think thet the inferential apology 
and disavowal implied in the Arabic 
offer should be satisfactory to the 
American Government if also applied 
to the Lusitania. It was the German 
view that the acceptance of this plan 
would provide an easy way out for both 
Governments, Count von Bernstortf 
made this proposal to Secretary Lansing 
more than two months ago, although 
the Secretary subsequently denied the 
fact. The German proposition was con- 
sidered by the American Government 
for more than six weeks and was then 
rejected. 

“Secretary Lansing then submitted to 
the Berlin Government, throukh Count 
von Bernstorff, a counter proposition 
conforming to the specifice demands 
made by President Wilson in his va- 
rious formal notes culminating in that 
of July A. 

“The exact character of this counter 
proposition has not deen made public. 
In effect it was that Germany should 
disavow intent to violate international 
laws relating te the treatment of neu- 
trals in general and of citizens of the 
United States in particular, giving as- 
surances of its purpose to respect such 
laws in the future and make such rep- 
aretion in the line of indemnity as is 
called for under the circumstances. No 
reply to this request has been received. 

“There is little doubt in the minds 
of the leading officials of Germany and 
those of this country, for that matter, 
that Germany desires to avoid making a 
frank and open apology, admitting its 
violation of international law. It is 
the understanding that such an admis- 
sion might open the way for interna! 
criticilam of the Kaiser's entire war pol- 
icles both on land and sea. 

“The chief obstacle to a clearing up 
of thig angle of the situation- is that 
Germany has never yet communicated 
to the United States the report of the 
commander of the submarine (under- 
stood to be Hershing) regarding his in- 
structions and the circumstances of his 
attack upon the Lusitania. All de- 
tails regarding the Arabie were related 
under oath promptly. 

Resolutions in Congress. 

The belief is pretty well grounded 
here that, if the Kaiser’s Government 
did consent to the publication of the 
Lusitania instructions it would compel 
him to make exactly the apology and 
disavowal demanded by President W- 
son. 

From present indications, more than 
one demand will be made in Congress 
next week for all the information reiat- 
ing to the Lusitania incident in the pos- 
session of this Government.

Their Question Ils: Do You 
Favor Exportation of Arms 
and War Munitions?

NEW YORK, Dec. 4~—For the first 
time in its history the United States ap- 
proaches a national campaign ‘with 
spokesmen for certain of its people pub- 


licly proclaiming that it wili be waged 
by them in the interest of a foreign 


Governmert. Only time will tell how 


far the more outspoken leaderg of Cen- 
tral Power propaganda here will go in 
attempting to carry out their threat of a 
solid hyphenated vote against President 
Wilson and all those candidates for 
election who refuse to disavow his neu- 
trality policies. 0 N 

This species of campaign, hitherto un- 
heard of in America, was first an- 
nounced last summer by an organization 
calling itself the “American Truth So- 
ciety.” It was begun by this society, 
whose officials have consistently used 
it since the commencement of the Ru- 
ropean war in the interests of Germany 
and her allles through circularizing 
United States Senators and Representa- 
tives with letters threatening them with 
a solid “German-American” vote against 
them should they fall to answer certain 
questions right.“ 

The Vital Question. 

The principal of these questions was: 

‘Do you favor an embargo on the ex- 
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any, proved that the 
threat was neither empty nor idle, 
German propagandists organized the 
hyphenated vote against two candi- 
dates in New York City who were 
avowed supporters of President Wil- 
son and his policies—Healy, who ran 
for Congress in the Twenty-third New 
York Congressional District, and Rep- 
resentative Fitzgerald, who was on 
the Judiciary ticket in Brooklyn. 

Mass meetings were held. Some s¢- 
cretly and some publicly. At all of 
these voters were asked fo cast their 
ballots against Healy and Fitzgerald 
as a rebuke to the neutrality of Pres- 
ident Wilson. In Brooklyn the cam- 
paign was conducted so secretly that 
Congressman Fitzgerald did not know 
that a solid German-American vote 
was being arrayed against him until 
election day. These two men were de- 
feated, although an exactly similar 
campaign launched against the Brook- 
lyn postmaster failed. 

Result as Victory. 

However, the pro-German agita- 
tors seized upon the results as a vic- 
tory for themselves. Elated, they 
boasted that defeat would be the por- 
tion of President Wilson should he 
run in 1916, and also for all his follow- 
ers; that German-Americans were 
strong enough politically to defeat 
him and all the candidates who agreed 
with him that to place an embargo 
on the shipment of arms and muni- 
ions would be an unnnentral act. 

The issue, the spokesmen for large 
numbers of German-Anrericans shout- 
ed, was the President's “unfairness” 
to Germany and his “friendship” for 
England, and on this issue they tele- 
graphed President Wilson that the 
hyphenated vote would defeat him. 

The plan of the hyphenated cam- 
paign as already outlined is, first, an 
“educational” one; second, district 
organization and stump-speaking. 

The “educational” campaign was 
begun months ago. It is increasing 
in volume. The penmen of the propa- 
gandists prepare the most inflamma- 
tory circulars, phamplets, reading 
matter of all kinds, and with these 
they flood the mails. While there are 
no accurate figures available, it is 
not exaggeration to say that already 
teng of thousands of dollars have 
been spent in writing, printing and 
mailing. of this matter. 


The American Truth Soclety, with 
main offices in New York and branch 
offices in Chicago, and which expects 
to establish others in New Orleans 
and San Francisco, is the distributing 
center for the educational campaign. 

A Post-Dispatch correspondent re- 
cently visited their New York offices, 
Althotigh the hour of his visit was 
after 6 in the evening, when most 
mén have gone home, the reporter 
found 11 clerks busy directing envel- 
opes in which pro-Teutonic literature 
was inclosed. 


The letters noticed by the reporter 
were sealed, and each, therefore, re- 
quired a two-cent stamp. Where the 
money comes from to pay for the 
enormous amount of stationery and 
printinf and the postage—that is a 
secret. 

We have contributors,”

“Friends ot Peace” Allies. 

The facts are that thousands upon 
thousands are spent daily in this 
propaganda; that money to meet the 
bills is promptly forthcoming as it is 
needed. 

The Friends of Peace Society also 
ig in the “educational” business This 
organization from time to time -circu- 
larizes the ministers of the United 
States in behalf of Ge v. Any 
article distinctly unfavorable to Great 
Britain or her allies which may ap- 
pear in a daily paper is seized upon 
by these propagandists. It is reprint- 
ed, thousands: of hand-bilis are sent 
broadcast through the country. They 
bear nothing to indicate their source. 
The newspaper article is merely pro- 
duced with a line printed above it 
reading From“ (name of paper with 
dates of publication). 

Many of the persons who receive 
these’*feprinted articles are given the 
impression that the newspapers which 
originally published them are send- 
ing them out.

PARIS, Dec. 2, celayed in transmis- 
sion. -A story of the destruction of a 
German submarine by an allied aero- 
plane was related today by Lieuts. 
Vieny and De Sincay on thcir return to 
Paris from Dunkirk. :

Charles A. Fach, Hurt in Auto 
Accident, Able to Talk Until 
Two Days Ago. 


Charles A. Fach, 87 years old, a re- 
tired broker who lived at the Berlin 
Hotel, died at the Lutheran Hospital, 
at 7:00 o'clock last night, six weeks at- 
ter he had suffered a broken neck in 
an automobile accident. He was con- 
scious and able to talk until two days 
before his death and for a time 
physicians had hopes of his recovery.

"This is a big fellowship movement,” 
he said, “and unless the giver is cheer- 
ful about it no good is accomplisied, 
for he himself would not be benefited 
by the giving.’ 

Howard gave the largest theater party 
in St. Louis’ history last Monday night, 
when he leased ‘the Victoria Theater to 
show the pictures to 1700 people from 
all walks of life. 

Howard said that this started him to 
thinking what great pleasure could be 
given to the thousands of children who 
could not see the animal pictures, which 
he thinks are the most interestng that 
he has ever seen.

IN PIGEON HOUSE 


Department of Agriculture Au- 
thority Gives Essentials for 
Proper Handling of Birds. 


The problem of housing pigeons satis- 
tactorilx is probably the most perplex- 
ing of all the details connected with 
pigeon raising. According to experts in 


the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, the essentiale of a pigeon house 
are fresh air, dryness and good drain- 
age, sunlight, and space enough for the 
comfort of the birds. 

A southern or southeastern exposure 
is best. Care should be taken to con- 
struct a house that can not easily be- 
come infested with rats, and it is best 
to leave space under the house into 
which cats and dogs can go for rats 
without being able to get at the pigeons. 
This is usually accomplished by build- 
ing the house 12 to 24 inches above the 
ground and boarding up the space oe- 
tween the ground and the floor, but 
leaving small doors for cats and dogs. 
Floors Wuilt several inches above the 
ground, except in warm climates, should 
be double, with building paper between 
the layers. The house should be tight-

Windows should make up about one- 
tenth of the front of the house and be 
so arranged that they can be taken out 
during the warm weather. One window 
in each pen may be replaced by muslin 
curtains for ventilation in cold weather. 
The windows should be placed just be- 
low the eaves to allow the sun to shine 
well back into the house. 


A pen 8x9 feet will accommodate 25 


pairs of pigeons, whils 40 pairs may be 
kept in a pen 8x13 feet. The necessary 
floor space to allow per pair varies 
from 2% to 8 square feet, according to 
the size of the pen, as a pair of birds 
requires less floor space in large than 
in small pens. From 2 to 75 pairs of 
pigeons may be kept to advantage in 
each pen. 

Alley ways 2% to 8 feet wide are usually 
built on the north side of pigeon houses 
which contain more than two or three 
pens. The pens are arranged to open 
into the alley so the attendant will not 
disturb the pigeons any more than 1s 
necessary in going through the house. 

-f the pigeons are confined a flyway, 
or outside yard covered with wire, is at- 
tached to the south side of the house. 
The flyway is usually from 6 to $ feet 
high, 15 to 30 feet long, and the width 
of the pen. The sides are usually cov- 
ered with l-inch mesh wire, and 1 or 1% 
inch wire is used on top. A few pigeon 


holes about 442 Inches high and 3% 
inches wide are cut in the front of the 
house et a convenient height, usually 
about 4 or 5 feet above the floor. Roest- 
ing boards about 4inches wide are placed 
4 or 5 feet above the ground at the end 
and on the sides of the flyway. 

Fittings should be as simple as possible 
and easy to clean. Two nest boxes 
should be provided for each pair of 
pigeons, and there should be some extra 
nests.

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GROOMING FOWLS 
FOR THE SHOW IS 


IMPORTANT WORK 


Should Be Washed, Brushed and 
Trained to Pose; White Breeds 
Require Most Attention. 


The annual poultry show season is on 
again, and many a pen or flock of birds 
is receiving unusual attention while the 
owner fits them for exhibition. 

Show-fitting of poultry is an art that 
must be learned just as any other art 
is learned. In the case of other ani- 
mals, such as hogs, horses and cattle, 
fitting for exhibition is ‘argely a tnat- 
ter of feeding. Feeding bas some part 
in puiting poultry in show candition, but 
the work of grcoming the bird is of 
greater importance, other things being 
equal. 

There are many tricks of the trade 
In getting the birds ready for showing. 
The fowls are not only washed an! 
brushed aud cleaned up generally, but 
they are trained to pose and, by petting 
and feeding from the hand. are tamed 
do that they may be handled without 
showing wildness and fright. After 
the birds have been selected for their 
show type and quality they are usua!- 
'y kept separate from the rest of the 
flock, so that there will be no fighting 
resulting in blemished heads, combs o. 
wattles, pulled or broken feathers, etc. 

White breeds and varieties require the 
most careful grooming. Many exhibi- 
tors will wash their birds twice just be- 
fore the show date in order to make 
sure that their feathers are clean and 
bright. Each of these washings re- 
quires three changes of water, the first 
being the soapy, with which the wash- 
After its use the fowl is 
well dried with cloths and then is 
washed in warm water to remove the 
remaining soap. A third rinsing water 
has just a slight tinge of bluing in it 
for its whitening effect. During all this 
time the birds are kept on clean straw 
to keep them from soiling their feathers 
again, and, of course, in artificially 
warmed quarters. 


The application of vinegar and sweet 
oll to the comb has been found to red- 
den it, and many exhibitors take the 
trouble to do this. The feet are care- 
fully washed, brushed ard brightened. 
In the darker breeds these attentions 
are practically all that is needed, as 
their color makes the cleaning of the 
plumage not so necessary. 


Bells on Turkeys 
Stops Loss of Birds 


One of the problems of turkey raisers 
is to keep the flock from roving too far 
from home where they will be at the 
mercy of skunks, weasels, minks, dogs, 
and other prowling animals. A large 
percentage of birds from most flocks is 
lost from this cause every season, and 
there has seemed to be little or no help 
for it except to keep the birds penned up 
and turkeys are less adaptable to con- 
finement than any other class of poul- 
try. 

It has remained for a Kansas farmer, 
J. W. Yeoman of Rush County, to solve 
this problem in a practical way. Se- 
curing four small bells at a dime apiece, 
he fastened these about the necks of as 
many turkeys with small straps and 
buckles and has lost no turkeys since, 
although they have been ranging 
through high weeds and grass and a 
field of kafir all eummer.

Guard the Poultry 
Drinking Water 


Cleanliness and sanitation are con- 
stantiy urged in the care of all live- 
stock, but with hone in this so important 
as with poultry. A greater percentage 
of poultry on farms ts lost through dis- 
ease than of any other stock, and this 
ia why sanitary quarters, sanitary feed 
and sanitary drinking water for poultry 
are considered of vital importance in the 
modern poultry planta, 

Disease is probably spread more quick- 
ly by means of the drinking water than 
through any other agency. Food, ne 
doubt, comes second as a contagion 
spreader. Contagion of any kind get- 
ting into the drinking water will soon 
de disseminated through the whole of ft, 
which is not true of the food supply. 

The fret precaution should be to pro- 
vide drinking veesela or fountains that 
will keep the fowls from getting their 
feet Into the water. It ts on the feet of 
the birds, walking over the excrement 
of the flock and discharges from mouth 
and nostrila, that the spread of disease 
germs is most quickly effected. There 
is danger, too, of infection through the 
drinking water when ailing birds are 
allowed to drink from the same vessels 
with the rem of the flock. The only 
thing to do to prevent this te te isolate 
all birds from the flock as soon as any 
aymptome of allment are noticed.

Recommendation Follows In- 


quiry Into Water Office 
Conditions. 


The October grand jury submitted to 
Cireuit Judge Cave yesterday its final 
report, in which it recommended 4& 
thorough annual audit of the books of 
all public officers and a further inves- 
tigation of jury warrant irregularities 

The desirability of an annual audit 
was suggested by the grand jury's in- 
quiry into the assessment and coillec- 
tion offices of the Water Department. 
The report recommends that an appro- 
priation be made immediately for 8 
proper audit of the books of the water 
rates office to ascertain what amounts 
are due the city for water used the 
past four years, and that steps be ta- 
ken to collect all such amounts. 

To prevent unauthorized persons col- 
lecting water fees in the future, the re- 
port suggests that, on the face of each 
water bill, a notice be printed that no 
money is to be paid except at the office. 

Jury Warrant Recommendation. 

To prevent traffic in jury warrants, it 
is recommended that in addition to the 
lists of jurors who have served that 
are furnished to the office of the Circuit 
Clerk, such Usts be furnished to the 
room clerks, and that no warrants be 
issued unless they are approved by the 
courtrooms clerks as well as the deputy 
sheriffs assigned to the rooms. 

It has been impossible, the report 
seys, to complete the investigation and 
iz is recommended that the next grand 
jury dheck the Usts further and ascer- 
tain if all to whom the jury warrants 
have been issued have served, 

The report approves all the city in- 
stitutions except the Industrial 
school and the workhouse. The celfl- 
ing of the dining room at the work- 
bouse is reported to be in bad eondi- 
tiona and repairs are urged on the 
east quarry fence.

Keep a Few Od 
Birds tor Breeding 


The average hen makes her best lay- 
ing record during her pullet year. Many 
successful poultry raisers no longer con- 
sider it profitable to keep a hen for lay- 
in. purposes after her first year, which 
means a period of one year after the 
pullet begins laying. 

It may be argued that the cost of 
raising a new crop of layers every year 
is too great to justify disposing of all 
hens as soon as they are a year old 
However, considering the cost of feed 
and care during the unproductive period, 
the brooding and molting seasons of the 
second summer, it. will amount to ap- 
proximately the same thing. At least 
the extra expense will be «a negligible 
quantity, in view of the pullet’s greatiy 
increased laying ability. 

There is, however, an exception to dis- 
posing of hens as soon as they are a 
year old, and that is the case of the un- 
usual layer, which should be kept for 
breeding purposes. By means of trap- 
nesting records, or at least close ob- 
servation, a few of the beat birds should 
be singled out during the pullet year to 
become breeders the next apring. These 
birds, kept in a separate pen and mated 
with a lively, vigorous male, known to 
be from good laying ancestry, will. in- 
sure good laying stock in the coming 
crop of poultry. Such a practice con- 
tinued from year to year will greatiy im- 
prove the laying qualities of a flick.

Dreben, his comrade in the adventures of 

the Nicaraguan and Honduran revolu- 

tions, arrived in El Paso, Tex., in Febru- 
ary, 1912. They could see the red banners of the revo- 
lutionists fluttering above the city and hear the shouts 
of the victorious rebels. The adventurers were not 
seeking a revolution. But here they were, quite 
by chance, within sight of one. The border be- 
tween the United States and Mexico was tem- 
porarily closed. After two eager days in E 
Paso the two Americans crossed the border and 
joined Gen. Salazar’s rebel- 
army. The next few months were 
full of adventure and peril for 
the Missouri soldter and his com- 
panſion. Here is Richardson's own 
recital of his most interesting and 
exciting experiences in this rebel 
campaign: 

“We approached Gen. Salazar 
exactly as we wonld have ap- 
proached a business man to apply 
for a job. We had become experts 
in machine gun manipulation in 
the Nicaraguan and Honduran. 
revolutions. When we told Gen. 
Salazar of our experience, he 
readily employed us to handle his 
machine guns, at a salary of $500 
a month, gold, and the promis: 
of a bonus if the revolution suc- 
ceeded. 

“Gen. Salazar put us in entire 
charge of his machine gun opera- 
tions. After two days of train- 
‘ing and organizing at Juarez our 
troop boarded freight trains and 
headed to the south. Our frst 
stop was in the neighborhood of 
Chihuahua, about 200 miles south 
of El Paso. Here Gen. Salazar met Gen Orozco, one of 
the chiefs of the Madero army, and persuaded him to 
lend his name to the revolution, which thereafter was 
known as the Orozco revolution. 

“Gen. Orozco dame over with about 3000 soldiers, 
which, with Gen. Salazar’s 2000, gave us a force of 5000 
men, grouped in the neighborhood of Chihuahua. We 
participated in several skirmishes in this neighborhood. 
There was a humorous side to our first fight, which was 
about ten miles from Jiminez. About 180 Federal sol- 
diers had collected from the neighboring towns and 
taken refuge in a ranchhouse. We had an old brass 
cannon, which the revolutionists had picked up some- 
where, and decided to try it. It was a muzzle-loader, 
and the men put in a heavy charge of powder. The gun- 
ners ligited the fuse and withdrew. It was lucky ther 
did, for the cannon exploded. The Federals heard the 
tremendous blast, and, thinking we were about to make 
an artillery attack, came out and surrendered. 

“We got our first real fight at Reallanno, where our 
army had moved from Escalone. Here I had my first 
experience as the commander of a Mexican rebel army. 
The Federals moved northward, about 3000 strong, to 
attack us. Gen. Campa, who had been in command

former Red Cross man, who had cast his lot with the 
robel army. 
“How serious the loss of Col. Canelle was to us we 
were soon to find out. Gen. Campa took over the com- 
mand, and soon began to show that he was no friend 
to Americans.

Major Zapata was one of the staff officers of Gen. 
Campa. He had witnessed the skill with which Dreben, 
Zimmerman and myself operated the machine guns, and 
had studied our methods of directing the men under us. 
He knew that we were much more efficient than many 
of the native officers, who never had any military ex- 
perience, and who were nothing more than untrained 
raw recruits who had joined the army in revolt against 
the Madero Government. 

“The staff officers knew, of course, that the charges 
against us were trumped up by Gen. Campa, and were 
entirely without foundation. We realized that Gen. 
Campa was jealous of our success with the army. 

Major Zapata made a very pointed talk to Gen. Campa 
in our behalf, telling him that our work as machine 
gun operators had been excellent, that we had been 
loyal, to the rebel armies, and that there was no justifi- 
cation for killing us. 

“He intimated very strongly that the staff officers 
would take matters in their own hands if Gen. Campa 
insisted on carrying out the 
execution. Seeing that he 
would place himself in peril, 
by having us shot, Gen. Campa 
decided to revoke the order of 
execution and set us free. He 
admitted that he had nothing 
whatever against Zimmerman 
and nothing against me, but he 
seemed to have a hatred for 
Dreben, and was going to have 
us all executed to vent his 
spleen. After revoking the 
order of execution, he offered 
to retain Zimmerman and my- 
self as captains in his com- 
mand, but declared that Dreben 
could not remain with his 
army. 

However, we decided to 
have nothing more to do with 
him, and the next morning, 
with six of his other officers 
who had refused to serve 
longer under him, we left his 
camp, intending to join Gen. 
Orozco, who was to deliver the 
main attack upon Torreon. 
Running into Federal outposts 
at different points, we decided 
to return to the United States. 
We spent three weeks in Chi- 
huahua, having a good time, 
and then went to El Paso, thus 
ending the first period of my 
Career as .a Mexican revolu- 
tionis<. 


CAN THE SEAS DRY UP? 


ILL the seas ever be displaced from their 
areas on the surface of the globe? The ques- 
tion is dealt with in a paper by L. de Launay, 
reprinted in the annual report of the Smith- 

sonian Institution. He writes: 

It is not lixely that the seas can ever be latking on 
the earth, at least not until the day when the earth 
becomes only an extinct and frozen globe. It does not 
seem, in fact, that the loss in water could be very great 
at the surface. Granting that to a certain depth there 
surely do not exist empty cavities in which this water 
could be engulfed, it can disappear only through chemi- 
cal reaction by yielding its oxygen to the oxidation of 
rocks, while the hydrogen escapes into the heights of 
the atmosphere. 

But this is a much restricted phenomenon compared 
with the immense volume of the seas which, if spread 
all over the earth, would form a mantle of water three 
kilometers thick, and which even now covers three- 
quarters of the land. The oxidations, to be effectual. 
must become more and more limited by the fact that 
the region of the crust where they act would not exceed 
60 kilometers. On the contrary, it is even very possible 
that volcanism and certain thermal springs may furnish 
at the surface some new water, fresh, never having seen 
the light.

At 
the corner nearest where he then 
stood, he said, he sold newspapers 
48 years ago. 
The first theater he ever at- 
tended in his life was the Olympic 
which stood then where it stands 
today, although it was much smaller than it is now. 
After that he went often to the old Deagie’s Variety 
House, which stood between Fifth and Sixth streets on 
Market street and became afterwards the Ben de Bar's 
Opera House. Ben de Bar, for whom the theater was 
named, had histrionic aspfrations himself. He weighed 
350 pounds and his only successful role, Miller said, 
was as Falstaff in “The Merry Wives of Windsor.”

After he had gotten well up 
into North Dakota, he turned south- 
westward again and finally landed at 
Fremont, Neb. It was then a new 
railroad town and Miller decided it 
would be a fine place to start a res-

Encouraged by his rural success, M 
ler then tackled Omaha. Omaha was 
already feeling the impetus of the boot!

He came to be recognized as one of 
the most important business men of the 
city. As Omaha grew, he prospered, 
His investments began to branch ont 
and he came to be known as wealthy — 
When the hotel men of the entire 
country found it advisable to form on 
association for their common e- 
ment, he was one of the most enthusi- 
astic and indefatigable workers. In 
course of time he became chairman of 
the Executive Committee, one of the 
most important posts in the entire or- 
ganization. 
So well known has he become among 
hotel men that it is only necessary in any crowd of them 
to ask if anyone knows Rome Miller to have everybody 5 
answer an emphatic affirmative. He was one of the 
busiest men at the recent convention. 
Well preserved, vigorous, alert, he looks not a day 
older than 50. He elicited a laugh in his banquet ad- 
dress when he referred to himself as being in his old 
age. His parting word of advice on that occasion is 
perhaps the key to his success. 
“I wish to call your attention to a subject which we 
have not discussed heretofore, and that is the value of © 
courtesy in a hotel. My whole life has been that of 
catering to the public. I know, or I think I know, what 
attracts a guest and what repels, and it is my clear con- 
viction that of all the elements that conduce to a suc- 
cessful hotel business, courtesy stands first and fore- 
most. 
“What is courtesy? There are several definitions. 
Politeness is one; civility is another, but I like this one 
—politeness springing from a kindly feeling, a gracious — 
attention. So you see there is a psychology to courtesy. 
It is not on the surface. It is not something skin deep. 
It springs from the heart. Its foundation is kindness 
and its blossom radiates a constant pleasure. If a kind- 
I. feeling, a friendly impulse, lies at the bottom of an 
act of attention, the recipient will feel that courtesy, 
even if awkwardly extended. 
“As many of our patrons are strangers, it would seem 
the highest ambition and ideal of the hotel man to make 
his house a house of courtesy, a home for every person 
who comes within its portals, and the highest apprecia- 
tion of this fact will evidence itself in the extension of 
courtesy—a courtesy which will not only welcome the 
coming and speed the parting guest but a courtesy which 
manifests itself every moment the guest is in the hotel; 
courtesy not only from the owner, manager and clerks, 
but from every employe of the hotel. The atmosphere 
and environment should bespeak it.” 
To the courtesy of which he preaches, Miller attrib- 
utes his first real start in life. When he had his little 
lunch stand near the railroad station at Fremont, he 
made it a point to be extremely obliging to all travelers 
who stopped in. One of them happened to be a magnate 
of the railroad and he was so pleased with Miller's at- 
tention to his wants that he gave him a concession to 
open a lunch stand in the station. At the end of the 
first year the stand had netted him a clear profit o 
$1000, which seemed a Jarge sum to him in those 8.

1HOULD the United States ever 
unhappily become involved in 
War and its ports blockaded by. 
a superior naval force, we 
should not be reduced to the 
predicament which Germany 
had to meet when it was cut 
off from the nitrate beds of Chile, nitrates 
being the base of most of the explosives 
used in warfare. 

Alone among the nations self-sufficient in its resources, the United States can 
supply its needs in this respect also, because a mountain full of nitrates—millions 
of tons of them—has been discovered in the Guadaloupe Mountains of New Mexico, 
and has been placed at the disposal of the Government by the ‘owner, Col. Edward 
R. Lyon of Queen, N. M., who is one of the most picturesque survivals of the epic 
race of plainsmen and Indian fighters. 

Saltpeter, or potassium nitrate, is the chief ingredient of gunpowder, which 
is a mixture of this material with sulphur and charcoal. Most of the high ex- 
plosives now in use are derived from nitric acid, picric acid being a combination 
of carbolic and nitric acid. Lyddite and melinite are picric acid explosives. Gun- 
cotton and nitroglycerin, which have in large part kept the field against other 
substances proposed for smokeless powders, have nitrogen as their basic element. 

The nitrate mountain of New Mexico is about 40 miles from Carlsbad, in a 
country so rugged that there is not even a trail leading to it. The deposits were 
discovered about three years ago by Col. Lyon while he was prospecting for gold. 
He immediately filed claims on the land and made enough workings to hold it. 
But his chief purpose was patriotic—he saw that here, should his country go to 
war, Was a source of defense which would be as valuable to it as a mountain of 
gold. 

When news of the discovery became mooted about in military circles and it 
was realized that in New Mexico was existent a possible substitute for the Chilean 
nitrate fields, which are being exhausted at a rate of a million and a half tons a 
year, an agent of the German Government made overtures for the purchase of the 
deposits outright. But Col. Lyon declared that under no circumstances would he 
consent to a sale to a foreign government: and that as long as he had anything 
to say about the disposal of the gunpowder mountain no nation but the United 
States would ever utilize it. 

The Secretary of War sent an expert to examine the deposits, and he 
pronounced the nitrates to be of a quality superior to those of Chile. But at that 
time the world was at peace, and it seemed improbable that the United States 
would soon need to avail itself of the Colonel’s generosity. With the outbreak of 
the war, however, and with the tension which arose between this country and 
Germany, the circumstances changed, and Col. Lyon sent the following remarkable 
letter to President Wilson: 
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QUEEN, N. M., Sept. 16, 1915. 
“To His Excellency, Woodrow Wilson, President of the United States. 

“Dear Sir: In the event this country is plunged into war (which I sincerely 
hope will not be the case, as I believe it now has the most skillful dtplomat it ever 
had in the presidential chair) I wish to contribute my mite to our defense. In 
the Guadaloupe range | own a mountain of nitrate, which I wish to place at the 
Usposal of the War Department.

Jam an old Indian fighter, having served this Government for many years 
against the Comanches and Apaches, and 1 feel that I could yet give a good account 
of myself., In spite of my years, I am again ready to take up arms in defense of 
my country.

“EDWARD R. LYON.” 

The old patriot who made this offer to the Government is one of the best 
known and most striking characters in the Southwest. He is familiar to mining 
men in St. Louis, and occasionally visits friends here. Although 65 years old, he 
bears his height of 6 feet 4 inches and his weight of 240 pounds of muscle with 
the vigor of youth. He is still a giant of strength, and is said once to have 
strangled a mountain lion with his bare hands. 

His life has been one of those romances which were possible only in the early 
days of the West. When he was a child his parents started from Virginia, where 
he was born, to settle in the West, but at the edge of the Pecos desert his father 
and mother —»re murdered by Comanches with all the rest of the party save the 
boy, who ha one to a spring for water and was overlooked by the redskins.
